President Henry A. Wallace as his 
No. 1 selection—spread rapidly 
among deelgates as they filtered 
into Chicago's huge stadium for 
the 
convention's 
first 
session. 


Those in a position to know said 
that a communication from the 
president to National Chairman 
Robert E. Hannegan led to the 
action of War Mobilization Direct- 
or James F. Byrnes in directing 
earlier in the day that his name 
not "be placed in nomination for 
second place. • 


Byrnes wrote Senator Burnet 


R. Maybank of South Carolina 
that "in "deference to the wishes 
of the president", he was not a 
candidate. Pieviously lie had been 
one of the leading contenders for 
a nomination which Wallace is 
campaigning for pcrsonnlly. 


Wallace on Hatid 


Wallace arrived today to take 


personal charge of his campaign 
for re-nomination by the Demo- 
crats. 


The president's reported listing 


of Truman, who has the support 
of the 32-votc Missouri delegation, 
gave) swift impetus to a drive by 
. his friends to make him the lead- 
ing contender against 
Wallace. 


Byrnes was said to have promised 
Tinman his support. 


There has been^little apparent 


activity -for 
Douglas 
and 
his 


friends have said he probably 
would be reluctant to accept a sec- 
ond place nomination. 


Truman, who conferred during 


the morning with Byrnes, told a 
reporter "ic had not changed his 
stand that he was not a candi- 
date and did not want the nomina- 
tion. 


Barkley Is Silent 


Another rival for Wallace's job. 


Senate Majority Leader Albcn W. 
Barkley of Kentucky, remained 
silent but was huddling with labor, 
big city organization and New 
England spokesmen. 


The designation of Truman and 


Douglas as the president's second 
and third choices was regarded by 
most delegates as putting Wallace 
under a disadvantage, since it like- 
ly would concentrate the opposi- 
tion to him. 


There were indications, however, 


that the vice president would ie- 
mam in the race to the end. With 
Ftiong labor backing, he was re 
ported to have picked up'some 
delegate strength over night. His 
friends said he will have a mini- 
mum of 250 of 3,176 votes. A total 
of 5S9 is needed to nominate.

though, of course, his own nom- 
ination has been foiegone since 
he announced his availability.

Is Begun by Navy 


Death Toll 
in B l a s t 


Monday Stands at 
About 350 Joday 


(By Tht Atiodattd Prtts) 


Port Chicago, Calif.. July 19— 


Reconstruction of the Navy's Port 
Chicago ammunition depot began 
today as the death toll in the na- 
tion's worst wartime 
explosion 


approximated 350. 


All available construction work- 


ers were urged to report imme- 
diately- to the devastated 
area 


where the explosions of two am- 
munition ships late Monday night 
shattered the munitions base and 
the town of 1,500 as well. The 
blasts, two seconds apart, shook 
14 counties and their earthquake- 
hke effects were felt SO miles 
away. 


The cause remained undeter- 


mined. Navy and Federal Bureau 
of Investigation agents were on 
hand for an investigation, but the 
devastation left little to investi- 
gate. 


Official sources gave this ap- 


proximation of the known death 
toll: 


200 to 250 Navy enlisted men. 
9 Naval officeis. 
70 Martime • Commission sea- 


men. 


36 members of Navy armed 


guard crews. 


5 Coast Guardsmen. 
3 civilian railroad workers. 


More Deaths Possible 


Additional deaths were quite 


possible. 
An exact count of the 


dead was difficult because the 
explosions were so terrific they 
killed without leaving a trace of 
identification.. Only four bodies 
had been recovered last night. 


Most of the Navy enlisted men 


were killed while loading the am- 
munition ships. Many seamen and 
members of the Navy gun crews 
died aboard the vessels. Others 
were killed or injured when the 
barracks, a mile away, was shat- 
tered.

The former undersecretary of 


st.it". a close friend of President 
Roosevelt, 
-ndvocates slicing up 


the Reich into three politically 
independent units so that it could 
never again function as a single 
force under control of the general

which Welles describes as the be- 
hind-the-scenes power in German 
politics for many decades. 


Welles' views are set forth in 


"The Tune for Decision", his per- 
sonal account of foreign affairs 
during the Roosevelt administra- 
tions. 
The book was published 


today by Harper & Brothers. 


Welles proposes one state of
